LONDON. Sept. 25—The German 
high 
command announced 
today 
that German troops have evacu­ 
ated Smolensk, greatest Nazi base 
on the Russian central 
front 
for 
more than two years. On the basis 
of the Qeiman announcement the 
Red army has won one of its great­ 
est victories of the war. 
Evacuation of the city, 210 miles 
northeast of threatened Kiev and 
230 miles west of Moscow, was an­ 
nounced in a communique broad­ 
cast by DNB and recorded by The 
Associated Press. 
Abandonment of 
Roslavl, rail town 65 miles south­ 
east of Smolensk, also was report­ 
ed in the communique. 
Col. Ernst Von Hammer, military 
correspondent of the Nazi inter­ 
national information bureau with 
the German armies on the eastern 
front said in a dispatch broadcast 
by DNB that evacation had started 
three weeks ago and that the Ger­ 
mans had successfully removed ail 
their war plants to the west, while 
the communique declared that they 
had destroyed all military Instal­ 
lations in the city. 
Disastrous Defeat 
The German war bulletin said 
that Nazi columns were attacking 
In the Lake Ladoga region in the 
Leningrad salient and iiad repulsed 
Soviet tank-supported 
counter-ata 
tacks on the Murmansk sector in 
the far north. 
The fall of Smolensk was regard­ 
ed here as one of the most disas­ 
trous defeats suffered by German 
forces in the current Russian of­ 
fensive. 
In the nine months since a bad­ 
gered Red army threw back the 
Germans from Stalingrad. the Rtis- 
sians have aceompaxbed two thirds 
of their task of hurling the Invad­ 
ers from Soviet soil 
Hitler's steadily-retresting forces 
have now given up ail but about 
230.000 of the 700.000 square miles 
of Soviet territory they held at .he 
height of their successes, and hold 
only about three per cent of Rus­ 
sia's 8,800,000 square-mile area. 
Even in its easternmost penetra­ 
tion at Stalingrad the Germans oc­ 
cupied only about nine per cent of 
that vast nation. 
Since then the Red 
army 
has 
driven them westward 650 miles 
and now atands a bare 150 miles 
from the old Polish 
border.
